21. (AP)—Twenty - seven 
people were drowned on the 
south coast of Newfoundland 
in a 15-foof tidal wave which 
swept up from the earth- 
quake there Monday, ac- 
cording to a wireless report 
reaching the justice department to- 
day from the steamer Portia.

inite, but he expected to go first 
to New Jersey, where the stock 
farm of the Rancocas Stables is 
located, and then to his Long Is- 
land home and New York office. 


The booming flash lights of news- 
paper photographers 
hailed his 
emergence from the jail, and re- 
porters clustered about him for a 
statement. 


"I have nothing to say," he told 
them: "I came to jail for not talk- 
Ing, you know." 
He was greeted at the door by 
his brother, E. W. Sinclair and G. 
T. Stanford, an attorney, who had 
been waiting at the entrance for 
some little time. In sharp contrast 
with the May night on which he 
bustled past reporters and camera- 
men into the jail, Sinclair agreed 
to pose for photographers and lat- 
er to make some remarks for the 
talking motion pictures. 


In doing so, he jibed laughingly 
at the newspaper men, thanking 
them for their "kind reception," 
and saying:

DALLAS, Nov. 21.—Nulification- 


tion of Dallas' long fight for the 
right to use police power in racial 
segregation was seen by city offi- 
cials today In yesterday's ruling 
by the supreme court of Texas, re- 
fusing to review an appeal from a 
civil court of appeals verdict.

Thomas Jefferson, student 


of philosophy, said in the 
Declaration that 
all men 


have 
certain 
inalienable 


rights, 
"Among these are 


life, liberty and the pursuit 
of happiness. To secure these 
rights, governments are in- 
stituted, deriving their jusl 
powers from the consent of 
the governed." 


The framers and adopters 


of the Declaration believes 
t h e s e statements, 
even 


though they probably would 
have differed among them- 
selves as to what constitutes 
"the pursuit of happiness." 
That question is debatable 
today. 


Thomas Jefferson believ- 


ed in liberty of the individ- 
ual insofar as it did not in- 
terfere seriously with the 
liberty of other individuals, 
and that men would find the 
greatest happiness in such 
freedom to pursue their in- 
clinations. 


Mr. Grundy evidently be- 


lieves that the 
pursuit of 


happiness can only be under- 
taken successfully under a 
tariff dictated 
by Pennsyl- 


vania. 
If other people do 


not think so, . they should 
hide their thoughts modest- 
ly, and realize that as Penn- 
sylvania thinks, so ought the 
Union.

the lesser states, and as the 
facility and excess of law- 
making seem to be the dis- 
eases to which our govern- 
ments are most liable, it is 
not impossible that this part 
of the Constitution may be 
nore convenient in practice 
than it appears to many in 
contemplation."

rious blunders, not the leas 
of which has been the desir<

RAILROAD FACTS. 


A railroad train 
5,740 


miles long could be made of 
the equipment retired from 
service by the Class I rail- 
ways of the United States in 
the last seven years, while 
the new locomotives, freight 
cars and passenger-train cars 
installed in service by these 
roads in the same period 
would make a train 7,342 
miles in length. These cal- 
culations are made from fig- 
ures 
of 
equipment retire- 


ments and installations ap- 
pearing in "Railroad Facts 
No. 7," the final 1929 edi- 
tion of the annual railway 
yearbook issued by the West- 
ern Railways' Committee on 
Public Relations. 


Included in this 7,342- 


mile train of new equipment 
would be 237 miles of loco- 
motives, 
<5,851 
miles 
of 


freight cars, and 254 miles 
of passenger-train cars. This 
entire train would reach, in 
straight lines, from 
New 


York to Jacksonville, Fla., 
then to Los Angeles, to Se- 
attle, to- New Orleans, and 
back to Boston. When the 
first^ engine reached Boston, 
after 
covering the kbove 


route, the last car would be 
just leaving New York, and, 
at an average speed of 30 
miles an hour, it would take 
10 days for this entire train 
to pass a given point. 


That this new equipment 


installed is much larger and 
more powerful than the old 
and obsolete equipment re- 
tired is shown by the 'fact 
that from 1921 to 1928 the 
power of the average loco- 
motive in service was in- 
creased almost 20 per cent, 
while the carrying capacity 
of the average freight car 
was raised almost 8 per cent.

Prospective Scope 
Of Technical Work 
By FRANK I. WELLER 
Farm Editor Associated Press 
Feature Service. 
WASHINGTON — W — In hir- 
ing W. A. Schoenfeld, ono of the 
best field men in the bureau of 
agricultural economics, the farm 
board has Indicated a second time, 
the probable scope of Its future 
research in factors affecting mar- 
ket and price. 


The first camo when the board 
by order of the President, took 
over bodily the bureau's division 
of cooperative marketing. 
There Is no suggestion that the 
board intends to absorb the whole 
bureau or any part of it, but the 
law provides that the President 
may turn over to it any govern- 
mental agency it needs. 


Schoenfeld a 
former 
assistant 


chief of the bureau. He has been 
chairman of the federal crop re- 
porting board and was in charge 
of research work when the bu- 
reau laid plans to Interpret price 
trends. 


By reason of senatorial opposi- 


tion the bureau no longer fore- 
casts the price trend of cotton, 
but it does predict trends,In oth- 
er farm commodities. 
The serv- 


ice constantly is becoming of more 
importance to the board. It makes 
continuous use, too, of the crop 
reporting board. As it expands it 
may find that these two branches 
and others of the bureau, could be 
operated with greater facility If 
attached to the board. 


Various research, service and 


regulatory activities of the bureau 


in 
the Pacific Northwest have 


been coordinated under Schoen- 
feld's direction. 
While he is to represent the 


farm board, his services still are 
to be available to the bureau, par- 
ticularly In connection with eco- 
nomic and 
marketing research 


work of special interest to the 
board.

SPIRIT OF NATIONALISM 


GREATEST WORLD FORCE 


Not Even Sentiment For International Peace Can Ap- 


proach In Power the Intense Patriotism of Many 


Nations—Linking Nationalism to Days Mood. 


By WILLIAM T. ELLIS 


Despite the epochal visit of Ram- 


Bay MacDonald to the United States, 
and despite the approaching Dis- 
armament Conference, the desire 
for world peace is not today the 
strongest political force 
in 
the 
world. Every well-balanced person 
rejoices in the rapid growth of the 
peace movement. He acclaims it 
as a result of clearer thinking up- 
on the subject of human rights, of 
Divine justice and of 
good 
will 
among men. More and more the 
popular purpases of peace will in- 
crease until the vision of a warless 
•world will no longer be a distant 
dream. And may God speed the day. 
Meanwhile, as we yearn and la- 


bor for peace, we may not lose sight 
of actualities: for they arc thc ma- 
terial with which we must work to 
create a better social order. First 
of these facts which are clear to 
anybody who has anything like a 
comphehensive knowledge of con- 
temporary life is that today the 
master passion of most of the peo- 
ples on earth is nationalism. 
All political action is subordinate 
to this primary concern. There are 
no "internationalist1 nations, seek- 
ing first a new and universal polit- 
ical order. Russia has made spa- 
clous pretensions to that end, but 
these are for the consumption of 
those who are not aware of what 
is going on along the Russian bor- 
ders of Persia, China, Afghanistan, 
Roumania and Poland. There is a 
greater national consciousness in 
Russia today, and more active 1m-. 
perlalism, than under the czars. Let 
us not deceive ourselves: patriotism 
IB still the paramount virtue of all 
nations; and in our time it has been 
greatly Intensified by the world 
war. 
Is Patriotism a Sin? 
In certain rather doctrinaire cir- 
cles, and especially among those. 
.who draw salaries for agitating for 
universal peace, we 
hear 
much 
about the glories of internationalism 
and the evils of nationalism. 
Per- 
haps If these persons would define 
their terms a little more fully we 
might be more patient with them. 
If they mean that the spirit of loy- 
aly to ones own nation is a bad 
thing, which should be supplanted 
by a general sentiment of loyalty 
to all men everywhere, they are 
wrong. If they 
mean, however, 
that patriotism should be intense 
ana intelligent, but always animat- 
ed by good will to other nations, 
then they are right.

stirred the hearts of all the nations, 
especially in Asia and Africa, which 
had hitherto been under alien yokes. 
Fires 
of 
nationalism 
swept 
through Arabia (as the story of 
Lawrence 
dramatized), through 


Turkey, Syria, Palestine, Egypt, In- 
dia, Persia, China, the Balkans and 
esatern Europe. Some of these peo- 
ples have won complete independ- 
ence since the war, and patriotism 
has become almost a religion with 
them, as it is with the Japanese. 
Under this stimulus they have de- 
veloped their latent powers, shown 
unsuspected human resources and 
becomes aware of their responsibili- 
ties and opportunities as members 
of the family of nations. 


Under New Flags. 
Wonders of nationalism beyond 


belief have been wrought since the 
war. amidst nations thought to be 
sunk In static lethargy and intol- 
erance. I myself have seen—mar- 
vel of marvels to all who know thc 
East—Egyptian Moslems march- 
ing aide by side with 
Egyptian 
Christians, both led by their relig- 
ious officials, bearing aloft ban- 
ners inscribed with both the cres- 
cent and the cross. Their common 
loyalty to nationalism was great 
enough to subordinate their an- 
cient religious antagonisms. 
In Bethlehem itself, on a recent

peace in our time cannot come to 
abide without a full recognition of 
the spirit 
of nationalism which 
reigns in all lands. Unleashed by 
the War Alms, this fundamental 
and determinative spirit cannot be 
safely either disregarded or oppos- 
ed. Any sentimentalist who ar- 
gues to the contrary is an unreal 
ist, and ignorant of the outstand- 
ing facts of our post-war era. 
What Is "Higher Patriotism? " 
This outlook is not dark, but 
bright. It is the aroused and in- 
telligent patriot, eager that 
his 


own nation may be her best self, 
who has the greatest respect 
for 
the same rights of other 
nations, 
and who perceives that the good of 
each is furthered by the common 
good of all. Peace really means 
something to a people alert 
to 
achieve their own finest destiny. It 
was in the days of autocracies and 
imperialism that nations were led
